PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 34, Section 34-123 is 
hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 34-123. Living wage. 

(a) Unless expressly waived by the County Board, not less than Aa living wage for services 
performed or produced shall be paid to lowest wage individuals employed by a each employee of any 
person or business entity awarded a contract or subcontract with the County or by a for-profit person or 
business entity of organization which has an owner-occupied property who that receives or renews a 
Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive, except in applications or renewals of Class 9 property 
incentives for supportive living facilities as certified by the State Department of Public Aid, pursuant to 
Chapter 7J, Article II, Division 2 of this Code, the County Real Property Assessment Classification 
Ordinance. 

(b) The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this section, shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this subsection, except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

Contract means any written agreement requiring Board approval whereby the County is committed 
to expend or does expend funds in connection with any contract or subcontract which requires in the 
performance thereof the employment of any number of full time non-county employees, including, 
but not limited to, the following classifications: cashier, clerical, custodial, day laborer, elevator 
operator, home and health care, laundry, leased employee, parking attendant, and security guard. 
The term "contract" shall not include contracts with not-for-profit organizations, community 
development block grants. President's Office of Employment Training, Sheriffs Work Alternative 
Program, or Department of Corrections inmates. 

Contracting agency means the County of Cook. 

Eligible contractors means any person or business entity awarded a contract or subcontract by the 
County which requires in the performance thereof the employment of any number of full time non¬ 
county employees, including, but not limited to, the following classifications: cashier, clerical, 
custodial, day laborer, elevator operator, home and health care, laundry, leased employee, parking 
attendant, and security guard. 

Employee means any individual permitted to work by an employer in an occupation but does not 
include any employer’s parent, spouse or child or other members of his immediate family. This 
definition of employee may be further defined by the Bureau of Human Resources. 
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Living wage means a minimum wage of no less than $9.43 per hour if employee health benefits are 
provided, or $11.78 per hour without health benefits. The employee health benefit contribution shall 
not exceed 25 percent of the health insurance premium. As of January 1, 2006, and each January 1 
thereafter, the living wage shall be adjusted, using the most recent federal poverty guidelines for a 
family of four as published annually by the United States Department of Health and Human 
Services, to constitute the following: there will be an annual adjustment calculated as 100 percent 
of the federal poverty line for a family of four (as defined by the U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services) with health benefits and 125 percent of the federal poverty line for a family of 
four without health benefits. 

Not f For profit organization means any person, corporation , or business entity except those having 
tax exempt status under Section 501(C)(3) of the United States Internal Revenue Code and 
recognized under State not-for-profit law , or their respective successors . 

Property tax incentive means a reduction in the assessment level as set forth in Chapter 74, Article 
II, Division 2 of this Code for Class 6b industrial property or Class 9 multifamily residential 
property. 

Supportive living facilities mean programs which establish an alternative to nursing home care for 
low income older persons and persons with disabilities under Medicaid and certified by the State 
Department of Public Aid. 

Wase means compensation due to an employee by reason of his employment, including allowances 
determined by the Bureau of Human Resources for gratuities, and when furnished by the employer, 
for meals and lodging actually used by the employee. 

(c) Every contract shall contain a provision or provisions stipulating that they are currently paying 
the living wage required to be paid to the employees listed under listed under the definition of living wage 
set forth in this section and each such contract shall further contain provisions obligating the eligible 
contractor or subcontractor of such eligible contractor, to pay its employees for work at not less than the 
living wage. 

(d) Every for-profit person or business entity of organization which has an owner-occupied 
property who that receives or renews a Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive, except as exempted 
herein for state certified supportive living facilities, shall provide an affidavit to the applicable County 
agency stipulating that such person or business entity is currently paying the living wage required to be 
paid to the employees listed under the definition of living wage set forth in this section. 

(e) The Purchasing Agent shall require as part of the bidding and sole source procedure that any 
covered contractor provide the County certification of its compliance with this section. 

(f) Any contract that violates the provisions contained in this section shall be subject to 
cancellation by the County Board. Any Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive that violated the 
provisions contained in this Section shall be subject to cancellation by the County Board. 

(g) Any contractor disqualified from eligibility by the County Board shall be ineligible for two 
years following violation of this section. With respect to any Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive, 
any for profit organization found to have violated the provisions of this Section by the County Board shall 
be ineligible for any Class 6b or Class 9 property incentive for a period of two years from the date of the 
County Board’s determination. 
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(h) Annually, the County Assessor's Office shall review and analyze the property tax incentives 
program to determine whether the living wage program has resulted in less application for and utilization 
of the incentive classification. A report of this review shall be provided by the County Board. 

(i) This section shall apply to contracts advertised for bid or if not advertised for bid, approved for 
sole source or to for-profit persons or business entities of owner-occupied properties who receive a Class 
6b or Class 9 property tax incentive on or after January 1, 2005. 

(j) This section shall not apply to any applications or renewal of a Class 9 tax incentive, as 
provided under Chapter 74, Article II, Division 2 of this Code, for supportive living facilities certified by 
the State Department of Public Aid. 

(k) This section shall not apply to any contract with the County entered into prior to the effective 
date of the ordinance from which this Section is derived.

FEE-BASED PARKING INITIATIVE REPORT DEADLINE 

WHEREAS, on January 9, 2007, the Cook County Board of Commissioners approved Resolution 07-R- 
45, Fee-Based Parking Initiative; and 

WHEREAS, Resolution 07-R-45 requested that the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County work with 
the Cook County Department of Facilities Management and the Cook County Department of Revenue to 
“assemble a plan to create, implement and enforce fee-based parking for all Cook County owned parking 
lots that do not already have such a program in place;” and 

WHEREAS, the intent of Resolution 07-R-45 was to have a plan to generate additional revenue through 
a fee-based parking initiative before the Cook County Board of Commissioners in time to help offset 
some of the historic County deficit for fiscal year 2007; and 

WHEREAS, Resolution 07-R-45 did not set a deadline for the fee-based parking initiative report to be 
presented to the Cook County Board of Commissioners; and 
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WHEREAS, due to Cook County needing to generate revenue in fiscal year 2007, the fee-based parking 
initiative plan needs to be delivered to the Cook County Board of Commissioners in time for the Board to 
implement said plan in fiscal year 2007. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners requests 
that the Fee-Based Parking Initiative Report to be generated by the Chief Financial Officer of Cook 
County and the Cook County Departments of Facilities Management and Revenue, as requested in Cook 
County Resolution 07-R-45, be completed and presented to the Cook County Board of Commissioners no 
later than April 12, 2007.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

PERFORMANCE-BASED SERVICE CONTRACTING INITIATIVE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is faced with a historic budget deficit for fiscal year 2007 that exceeds $500 
million; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has vigorously sought to identify cost-saving opportunities which has 
necessitated reductions in mission critical services and reductions in the workforce; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County continues to increase spending on Professional Service and Managerial 
Service contracts at an annual compounded growth rate of 50%; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County needs to be able to demonstrate to taxpayers and its employees, the 
operational and financial benefits of said contracts; and 

WHEREAS, Performance-Based Contracting is a procurement method that focuses on achieving pre¬ 
defined outcome rather than focusing on the vendor or the activities; and 

WHEREAS, Performance-Based Contracting is tied to metrics and standards that can be measured and 
audited; and 

WHEREAS, for the past decade, the federal government, as well as many state and local governments, 
have successfully adopted Performance-Based Contracting for this expressed purpose; and 

WHEREAS, under performance-based contracting. Cook County would have the option of exercising 
Gain-Sharing whereby zero payments would be made to contractors and they would instead share in 
revenue gains; and

WHEREAS, an immediate benefit from Performance-Based Contracting is that it provides a proven 
framework that enhances the outcomes associated with said contracts and helps to materially reduce 
financial risk and cash outlays, which in turn save the County millions of dollars annually which 
promotes transparency, accountability, and good governances. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners requests 
that the Office of the Chief Purchasing Agent, under the direction of Cook County’s Chief Financial 
Officer, shall formulate a phased plan to implement and enforce: Performance Based Contracting for 
Professional Service and Managerial Service Contracts; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this plan should be presented to the Board, no later than April 12, 
2007, and until such time that this plan is reviewed by the Board, a moratorium shall be placed on all 
professional service and managerial service contracts.

Reason: This request is necessary to allow the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center participation in 

the Cermak Health Services of Cook County contract. To insure compliance with the Federal 
District Court, Cook County, via the Cook County Juvenile Temporary Detention Center 
(JTDC) Medical Unit is required to increase mental health services and programming for the 
children housed at the JTDC as a result of the Doe v. Cook County case. The requirement of 
the court is that the County be in “substantial compliance” by mid-summer 2007. 

Extending the Isaac Ray Center, Inc. contract allows us to maximize the short time the court 
has provided to meet the court requirement of “substantial compliance”. It is a goal of the 
County to insure that the children at JTDC receive quality care from expert providers to 
provide the best opportunity possible for the children to re-enter the community with the 
greatest potential to improve their lives. Isaac Ray Center enjoys an excellent reputation in 
the field of correctional mental health care and has provided many years of outstanding 
service to the County through its mental health programs for the detainees at the Cook County 
Jail. The expiration date of the current contract is August 31, 2010.

In general, the quantities as shown on the contract documents are for bidding purposes only. This change 
represents the difference between the estimated quantities and actual field quantities of work performed 
with large savings in pressure connections with gate valves for water main, class C patching, storm 
sewers, electrical items, concrete removal at pressure relief joint and winter protection of various concrete 
items. 

I respectfully recommend approval by your Honorable Body.

Commissioner Silvestri stated that this is a fee for a service that we are currently providing for free, and 
that it will generate approximately $ 1 million per year. 

Commissioner Suffredin voiced his approval of this item and stated that the County should have been 
licensing these databases in the past. He further stated that this item was part of Assessor Houlihan’s 
proposed revenue projections. 

Chairman Daley inquired of John Fallon, Special Assistant to the Assessor, Cook County Assessor’s 
Office, whether this $1.1 million revenue estimate was discussed with Comptroller Knorr. 
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Mr. Fallon stated that he did attempt to reach Mr. Knorr prior to his departure. He further stated that he 
met with the Budget Department yesterday. 

Barbara Bruno, Director, Cook County Department of Revenue, stated that the Department of Revenue 
had not analyzed any of these numbers. 

Mr. Fallon stated that the figures are generated by a conservative estimate of eight users at $60,000 and 
twenty users at $30,000. 

Chairman Daley stated that if this expected revenue is not generated in full, the balance will be removed 
from the Cook County’s Assessor’s budget. 

Mr. Fallon replied that he and his colleagues are very confident that all projected revenue will be 
generated. He further stated that the Assessor’s Office is preparing to use some of this projected revenue 
toward meeting the 17% budget cuts. 

Chairman Daley asked leave to add all Commissioners as co-sponsors.

Commissioner Silvestri inquired how this entry fee relates to other municipalities with betting facilities. 

Ms. Bruno replied that the Illinois Compiled Statutes allow a local municipality and county to collectively 
levy two dollars. She further stated that, to her knowledge, the City of Chicago is the only municipality 
that is currently charging one dollar. 

Patrick T. Driscoll, Jr., Deputy State’s Attorney, Chief, Civil Actions Bureau, further clarified that both 
the municipality’s levy and the County’s levy are capped at one dollar each. 

Ms. Bruno read the following excerpt from the Illinois Compiled Statutes: “Any municipality or County 
that has a board-licensed inter-track wagering location, board-licensing meaning the Illinois Racing 
Board, a facility wholly within its corporate boundaries, may each impose an admission fee not to exceed 
one dollar per admission to such inter-track wagering location facility, so that a total of not more than two 
dollars per admission may be imposed.’’ 

Commissioner Goslin inquired if the revenue would be routed to the Cook County Bureau of Health 
Services. 

Thomas J. Glaser, Chief Financial Officer, replied that this can be done, but that if the revenue were sent 
to the General Fund, it could instead be allocated according to need. 

Commissioner Schneider voiced the following reasons that the tax would prove detrimental to the 
County: The levy would act as a disincentive to 0TB patrons at a time when the industry is already in 
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decline. With loss of patrons, related spending would decline (in areas such as meals and alcoholic 
beverages). This would result in lower sales tax revenue for the County. 

Commissioner Beavers inquired whether there was anyone present from the racing industry. 

Chairman Daley responded that the Secretary had informed him that there was not. 

Commissioner Butler, seconded by Commissioner Goslin, moved to amend Section 54-333, such 
that the fees shall be used for the purpose of the General Fund. The motion to amend carried.

Submitting a Proposed Ordinance sponsored by Earry Suffredin, County Commissioner. 

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Ordinance: 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 58, Article 
V, Section 164 is hereby enacted as follows: 

Section 58-164. Motor Vehicles, Seizure and Impoundment. 

(a) Definitions. 

(b) Owner liability; exceptions. 

(c) Seizure and impoundment. 

(d) Vehicle impoundment hearing. 

(e) Notification of impoundment; hearing scheduled; failure of owner to appear; 
determination; penalty 

(f) Administrative penalty constitutes debt owing to County. 

Section 58-165. Qualified Violations for Impoundment. 

*Referred to the Committee on Finance on 02/06/07. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that the ordinance would create an impoundment fee schedule which 
would generate just under $ 1 million per year, based upon the number of cars that are impounded. 

Commissioner Beavers inquired how this ordinance relates to the Illinois Motor Vehicle Code. 

Matthew Walsh, Deputy Chief, Cook County Sheriffs Police Department, replied that this ordinance is 
consistent with Illinois law. 

Commissioner Beavers inquired as to the process of impoundment. 

Mr. Walsh replied that the County works with twenty-one towing companies, which charge a fee of $130 
to $150. Various other municipalities charge impound fees ranging up to $500. Cook County would 
have a twenty-four hour patrol desk where the individual would pay a $500 fee and obtain a receipt. The 
individual would then go to the tow yard during regular business hours to retrieve the vehicle. 

Commissioner Murphy asked for clarification of the term “curfew” included in the ordinance. 

Commissioner Suffredin replied that this category of offense was removed from the ordinance in a 
proposed amendment. 

Commissioner Quigley noted that Mr. Givens had just informed him that the projected revenue for the 
current year from the proposed fee increase is $ 1.2 million. 

Commissioner Collins voiced concern that the County does not have the resources to conduct 
administrative hearings for impoundment. 
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Commissioner Suffredin replied that this would be done through the existing court system, with the 
County’s courtrooms. State’s Attorney personnel, with a judge presiding. 

Commissioner Butler voiced concern that the ordinance does little to address the situation where an 
individual is driving the car without the knowledge of the owner. 

Commissioner Silvestri made the following remarks: The ordinance exempts stolen vehicles which are 
reported to the police within twenty-four hours. The ordinance also exempts the situation where a 
violation occurred without the knowledge of the person who controls the vehicle. There is an 
impoundment hearing, at which the owner can make a case for the vehicle to be released and the fee 
waived. 

Mr. Walsh stated that the vehicle owner has a right, within twelve hours, to request a vehicle 
impoundment hearing. If the vehicle is stolen, it will be returned to the owner-of-record immediately; no 
fees will be charged and the towing fee will be waived. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether the ordinance gives the Sheriffs Office the authority to waive 
the fee if the vehicle owner cannot afford to pay it. 

Commissioner Suffredin replied in the negative. 

Vice Chairman Sims suggested that it would be economical for the County to develop the capability of in- 
house towing and impounding. 

Commissioner Steele urged that the County be more aggressive in obtaining profit sharing with the 
towing companies, which in some cases obtain salvage title and then profit from the sale of the cars. 

Commissioner Claypool echoed this sentiment. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the ordinance 
(Communication Number 284785) be approved and adopted.

Sec. 58-164. Motor Vehicles, Seizure and Impoundment. 

(a) Definitions. The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this section, shall have the 
meanings ascribed to them in this subsection, except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: 

Owner of record of a vehicle means the record title holder. 

(b) Owner liability; exceptions. The owner of record of any motor vehicle which vehicle is used during 
the commission of any of that violates any of the qualified violations as set forth in Section 58-165 shall 
be liable to the County for an administrative penalty of $500.00 plus any towing and storage fees 
applicable under this division. Any such vehicle shall be subject to seizure and impoundment pursuant to 
this division. This subsection shall not apply if: 

(1) The vehicle used in the violation was stolen at the time and the theft was reported to the 
appropriate police authorities within 24 hours after the theft was discovered or reasonably should have 
been discovered; or 

(2) The vehicle is operating as a common carrier and the violation occurs without the knowledge 
of the person in control of the vehicle; or 
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(c) Seizure and impoundment. Whenever the sheriff or his agent has probable cause to believe that a 
vehicle is subject to a seizure and impoundment pursuant to this division, the sheriff shall provide for the 
towing of the vehicle to a facility controlled by the County or its agents. Before or at the time the vehicle 
is towed, the Sheriff shall notify any person identifying himself/herself as the owner of the vehicle or any 
person who is found to be in control of the vehicle at the time of the alleged violation of the fact of the 
seizure and of the alleged violation and of the vehicle owner's right to request a vehicle impoundment 
hearing to be conducted under this section. The sheriff may issue rules and regulations related to this 
Section for enforcement notification procedures and proper forms necessary for administration of this 
Section. 

(d) Vehicle impoundment hearing. Whenever the owner of record of a vehicle seized pursuant to this 
division makes a request in person and in writing for a vehicle impoundment hearing within 12 hours 
after the seizure, a hearing officer of the County shall conduct the vehicle impoundment hearing within 24 
hours after the seizure excluding Sundays and legal holidays. All interested persons shall be given a 
reasonable opportunity to be heard at the vehicle impoundment hearing. The formal and technical rules of 
evidence shall not apply in the conduct of the hearing. Evidence, including hearsay, may be admitted only 
if it is a type commonly relied upon by reasonably prudent persons in the conduct of their affairs. If, after 
the hearing, the hearing officer determines that there is probable cause to believe that the vehicle is 
subject to seizure and impoundment under Subsection (a), the hearing officer shall order the continued 
impoundment of the vehicle as provided in this division unless the owner of the vehicle posts with the 
County a cash bond in the amount of $500.00 plus any applicable towing and storage fees. 

(e) Notification of impoundment; hearing scheduled; failure of owner to appear; determination; 
penalty. Within ten days after a vehicle is seized and impounded pursuant to this division, the County 
shall notify by certified mail, return receipt requested, the owner of record of the date, time and location 
of a hearing that will be conducted pursuant to this division. The hearing shall be scheduled and held, 
unless continued by order of the hearing officer, no later than 30 days after the vehicle was seized. The 
hearing shall be conducted by a hearing officer of the County. All interested persons shall be given a 
reasonable opportunity to be heard at the hearing. If, after the hearing, the hearing officer determines by a 
preponderance of evidence that the vehicle violated this Section and that none of the exceptions described 
in Subsections (b)(1)—(b)(2) of this section applies, the hearing officer shall enter an order finding the 
owner of record of the vehicle civilly liable to the County for an administrative penalty in the amount of 
$500.00. If the owner of record fails to appear at the hearing, the hearing officer shall enter a default order 
in favor of the County requiring the payment to the County of an administrative penalty in the amount of 
$500.00. If the hearing officer finds that no such violation occurred, the hearing officer shall order the 
immediate return of the owner's vehicle or cash bond. 

(f) Administrative penalty constitutes debt owing to County. If an administrative penalty is imposed 
pursuant to this division, such penalty shall constitute a debt due and owing to the County. If a cash bond 
has been posted pursuant to this division, the bond shall be applied to the penalty. If a vehicle has been 
impounded when such a penalty is imposed, the County may seek to obtain judgment against the vehicle 
or enforce such judgment against the vehicle as provided by law. Except as provided otherwise in this 
division, a vehicle shall continue to be impounded until: 
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(1) The penalty, plus any applicable towing and storage fees, is paid to the County, in which 
case possession of the vehicle shall be given to the person who is legally entitled to possess the vehicle; or 

(2) The vehicle is sold or otherwise disposed of to satisfy a judgment or enforce a lien as 
provided by law. If the administrative penalty and applicable fees are not paid within 30 days after an 
administrative penalty is imposed under Subsection (e) of this section against an owner of record who 
defaults by failing to appear at the hearing, the vehicle shall be deemed unclaimed and shall be disposed 
of in the manner provided for by law for the disposition of unclaimed vehicles. In all other cases, if the 
administrative penalty and applicable fees are not paid within 30 days after the expiration of time at 
which administrative review of the hearing officer's determination may be sought, or within 30 days after 
an action seeking administrative review has been resolved in favor of the County, whichever is 
applicable, the vehicle shall be deemed unclaimed and shall be disposed of in the manner provided by law 
for the disposition of unclaimed vehicles. 

Except as otherwise specifically provided by law, no owner, lien holder or other person shall be legally 
entitled to take possession of a vehicle impounded under this section until the civil penalty and fees 
applicable under this division have been paid. However, whenever a person with a lien of record against 
an impounded vehicle has commenced foreclosure proceedings, possession of the vehicle shall be given 
to that person if the person agrees in writing to refund to the County the amount of the net proceeds of 
any foreclosure sale, less any amounts required to pay all lien holders of record, up to $500.00 plus the 
applicable fees.

Sec. 54-330. Police Alarm Systems 

Purpose and Intent: This ordinance is adopted for the purpose of regulating and 
permitting alarm systems to which the Sheriffs police are expected to respond. 

Sec. 54-331. Definitions 

AEARM AGENT: Any person employed by, working for, representing, or subcontracted 
by an alarm company. 

AEARM COMPANY: The business by any person, firm, partnership, corporation, 
association, organization, company, or other entity of selling, leasing, maintaining, 
servicing, repairing, altering, replacing, moving, or installing any alarm system or 
causing to be sold, leased, maintained, serviced, repaired, altered, replaced, moved, or 
installed in or on any building, structure or facility. 

AEARM SYSTEM: Any assembly of equipment, mechanical or electrical, arranged to 
signal the occurrence of any actual or attempted burglary or robbery to which the police 
are expected to respond. 

AEARM USER: A person(s), firm, partnership, corporation, association, organization, 
company, or other entity in control of a premises where an alarm system is located. 

AUDIBEE AEARM: An alarm system or device that generates an audible sound. 
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AUTOMATIC DIALING DIGITAL ALARM COMMUNICATOR SYSTEM: A system 
in which signals are transmitted from a digital alarm communicator transmitter located at 
a protected premises through the public switched telephone network to a digital alarm 
communicator receiver at a central alarm station or the Sheriffs Police Department alarm 
monitoring system . 

AUTOMATIC DIALING TELEPHONE ALARM: A device that automatically dials any 
of the Sheriffs Police Department emergency communications center telephone lines, 
without human activation of the device by the alarm user or employee of the alarm user, 
upon detection of an illegal entry or other illegal activity at a protected premises. 

CALENDAR YEAR: A twelve (12) month period beginning January 1 and ending 
December 31 every year. 

CENTRAL ALARM STATION: A system in which the operation of electrical protection 
circuits and devices are signaled automatically to, recorded at, or maintained and serviced 
from a place of business having trained alarm operators in attendance at all times. 

CHIEF OF POLICE: The Cook County Sheriffs Chief of Police or his/her designee. 

COUNTY: Cook County 

FALSE ALARM: Activation or transmission of any alarm signal caused by human error, 
mechanical or electronic malfunction, negligence of the alarm user or alarm user's 
employee, whether or not the exact cause of the alarm activation is determined, or any 
other activation or transmission of any alarm signal where no actual or attempted 
burglary or robbery exists. Severe weather, power outages, transmission line 
malfunctions, acts of God, malicious acts of persons not under the control of the alarm 
user, or any other cause clearly beyond the control of the alarm user will be considered in 
determining if an alarm activation was false and whether or not any occurrence, fine, 
warning or other punitive action will be taken against the alarm user as provided for by 
this Chapter. 

NOTICE: Written notice given by personal service upon the addressee, or, given by the 
United States Postal Office, postage paid, to the addressee's last known mailing address. 

PERMITTEE: Any person, firm, partnership, corporation, association, organization, 
company, or other entity issued an alarm permit by the County. 

PERSON: A natural person, or a firm, partnership, corporation, association, organization, 
company, or other entity. 

PRERECORDED — TELEPHONE — MESSAGE: —Any— prerecorded — voice — message 
transmitted or received over a telephone line. 

PROTECTED PREMISES: Any building, structure, or facility where an alarm system is 
installed to signal the occurrence of any actual or attempted burglary or robbery to which 
the police are expected to respond. 

SHERIFF POLICE DEPARTMENT REPRESENTATIVE: Chief of Cook County 
Sheriffs Police Department or his/her designee. 
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Sec. 54-332. Permit Required 

A. It is unlawful for any person, firm, partnership, corporation or other legal entity to 
use, own or lease an alarm system or to be in control of a premises wherein an alarm 
system is operated or maintained without having first obtained a permit as provided 
in this Chapter. 

B. It is unlawful for any person, firm, partnership, corporation or other legal entity to 
use, own or lease an alarm system or to be in control of a premises wherein an alarm 
system is operated or maintained when a permit therefore has been revoked. 

C. A permit must be obtained from the Department of Revenue for each separately 
addressed operating location. 

D. A $100.00 annual fee shall be charged to businesses within unincorporated Cook 
County to obtain an alarm user permit. 

E. The annual fee shall be due on January July 1 st of each year or as determined by the 
Department of Revenue in consultation with the Cook County Sheriffs Police 
Department. 

F. For the period from the effective date of this Ordinance to the date of the first due 
date for payment of the required annual permit fee subsequent to such effective date, 
a permit is not required for an Alarm System installed at a Protected Premises prior 
to the effective date of this Ordinance. 


Sec. 54-333. Permit Application 

A. Each applicant for a permit to maintain an alarm system shall file a written 
application with the Department of Revenue stating: 

1. The frill legal name, address, and telephone number of the applicant. 

2. The name, address and telephone number of the premises where the alarm system is 
located. 

3. The type of alarm system at the protected premises. 

Chairman Daley inquired as to the projected revenue from the proposed ordinance. 

Commissioner Suffredin replied that the County can anticipate $100,000 in permit fees, but the number of 
false alarms would determine the remaining amount. East year there were 1,000 false alarms. 

Commissioner Steele voiced concern that the $100 permit fee might discourage usage; he suggested a 
lower fee. 

Commissioner Beavers noted that one problematic situation is where the alarm goes off, the Sheriffs 
Office responds, the Sheriffs Office determines there was no burglary, and then the homeowner or 
business owner arrives the next morning to find that a burglary did occur.

Commissioner Suffredin replied that, as stated on page two of the ordinance, this situation is not 
considered a false alarm. 

Commissioner Beavers stated that several false alarms should be permitted (instead of only one) before 
fees are imposed. 

Commissioner Schneider inquired whether homeowners are required to buy a permit. 

Commissioner Suffredin replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Schneider inquired as to what municipalities charge for permits and false alarm s . 

Jay Rutili, Special Assistant to the Sheriff, replied that other municipalities, the Illinois Association of 
Police Chiefs, and entities throughout the United States all recommend this type of ordinance. Other 
municipalities charge less than $100 for a permit, but there is more travel time involved with the Sheriffs 
Police, so a higher fee is appropriate. 

Commissioner Collins inquired whether a fee is involved in the case of a homeowner’s false alarm(s). 

Commissioner Suffredin replied that there are not a significant number of residents in unincorporated 
Cook County that would be affected. There may, however, come a time in the future when an 
amendment including residents would be appropriate. 

Commissioner Steele voiced concern over the protection of home-based businesses. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the amendment to the 
proposed ordinance be approved. The motion carried. Commissioner Steele voted present, and 
Commissioners Butler, Goslin and Peraica voted no.

ALARM AGENT: Any person employed by, working for, representing, or subcontracted by an alarm 
company. 
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ALARM COMPANY: The business by any person, firm, partaership, corporation, association, 
organization, company, or other entity of selling, leasing, maintaining, servicing, repairing, altering, 
replacing, moving, or installing any alarm system or causing to be sold, leased, maintained, serviced, 
repaired, altered, replaced, moved, or installed in or on any building, structure or facility. 

ALARM SYSTEM: Any assembly of equipment, mechanical or electrical, arranged to signal the 
occurrence of any actual or attempted burglary or robbery to which the police are expected to respond. 

ALARM USER: A person(s), firm, partnership, corporation, association, organization, company, or other 
entity in control of a premises where an alarm system is located. 

AUDIBLE ALARM: An alarm system or device that generates an audible sound. 

AUTOMATIC DIALING DIGITAL ALARM COMMUNICATOR SYSTEM: A system in which signals 
are transmitted from a digital alarm communicator transmitter located at a protected premises through the 
public switched telephone network to a digital alarm communicator receiver at a central alarm station or 
the Sheriffs Police Department alarm monitoring system . 

AUTOMATIC DIALING TELEPHONE ALARM: A device that automatically dials any of the Sheriffs 
Police Department emergency communications center telephone lines, without human activation of the 
device by the alarm user or employee of the alarm user, upon detection of an illegal entry or other illegal 
activity at a protected premises. 

CALENDAR YEAR: A twelve (12) month period beginning January 1 and ending December 31 every 
year. 

CENTRAL ALARM STATION: A system in which the operation of electrical protection circuits and 
devices are signaled automatically to, recorded at, or maintained and serviced from a place of business 
having trained alarm operators in attendance at all times. 

CHIEF OF POLICE: The Cook County Sheriffs Chief of Police or his/her designee. 

COUNTY: Cook County 

FALSE ALARM: Activation or transmission of any alarm signal caused by human error, mechanical or 
electronic malfunction, negligence of the alarm user or alarm user's employee, whether or not the exact 
cause of the alarm activation is determined, or any other activation or transmission of any alarm signal 
where no actual or attempted burglary or robbery exists. Severe weather, power outages, transmission line 
malfunctions, acts of God, malicious acts of persons not under the control of the alarm user, or any other 
cause clearly beyond the control of the alarm user will be considered in determining if an alarm activation 
was false and whether or not any occurrence, fine, warning or other punitive action will be taken against 
the alarm user as provided for by this Chapter. 

NOTICE: Written notice given by personal service upon the addressee, or, given by the United States 
Postal Office, postage paid, to the addressee's last known mailing address. 

PERMITTEE: Any person, firm, partnership, corporation, association, organization, company, or other 
entity issued an alarm permit by the County. 

PERSON: A natural person, or a firm, partnership, corporation, association, organization, company, or 
other entity. 
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PRERECORDED TELEPHONE MESSAGE: Any prerecorded voice message transmitted or received 
over a telephone line. 

PROTECTED PREMISES: Any building, structure, or facility where an alarm system is installed to 
signal the occurrence of any actual or attempted burglary or robbery to which the police are expected to 
respond. 

SHERIFF POLICE DEPARTMENT REPRESENTATIVE: Chief of Cook County Sheriffs Police 
Department or his/her designee. 

Sec. 54-332. Permit Required 

A. It is unlawful for any person, firm, partnership, corporation or other legal entity to use, own or lease 
an alarm system or to be in control of a premises wherein an alarm system is operated or maintained 
without having first obtained a permit as provided in this Chapter. 

B. It is unlawful for any person, firm, partnership, corporation or other legal entity to use, own or lease 
an alarm system or to be in control of a premises wherein an alarm system is operated or maintained 
when a permit therefore has been revoked. 

C. A permit must be obtained from the Department of Revenue for each separately addressed operating 
location. 

D. A $100.00 annual fee shall be charged to business within unincorporated Cook County to obtain an 
alarm user permit. 

E. The annual fee shall be due on January July 1st of each year or as determined by the Department of 
Revenue in consultation with the Cook County Sheriffs Police Department. 

F. For the period from the effective date of this Ordinance to the date of the first due date for payment 
of the required annual permit fee subsequent to such effective date, a permit is not required for an 
Alarm System installed at a Protected Premises prior to the effective date of this Ordinance. 

Sec. 54-333. Permit Application 

A. Each applicant for a permit to maintain an alarm system shall file a written application with the 
Department of Revenue stating: 

1. The frill legal name, address, and telephone number of the applicant. 

2. The name, address and telephone number of the premises where the alarm system is located. 

3. The type of alarm system at the protected premises. 
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4. A list of three (3) persons, including their addresses and telephone numbers, who can be contacted 
and will respond to the premises in the event of an emergency or to reset or deactivate the alarm 
system, or who could contact the alarm user if the alarm user is not at the protected premises. 

5. The name, address and telephone number of the person or company that installed the alarm system. 

6. The name, address and telephone number of the person or company that is responsible for the 
maintenance and repair of the alarm system, if applicable. 

B. Incomplete applications shall be returned to the applicant. A permit will not be issued until the 
completed application is received and approval for the permit has been granted by the Sheriffs Police 
Department. 

C. An application for an alarm user permit shall be denied if: 

1. The applicant has failed to pay false alarm fees required by this Chapter for a different protected 
premises under the applicant's ownership or control. 

2. The applicant has failed to comply with any provisions of this Chapter or other ordinances of the 
County. 

D. The Department of Revenue shall be responsible for processing and issuing alarm user permits. 

Sec. 54-334, Alarm Activation at Premises Where An Alarm User Permit Has Not Been Issued. 

Any alarm user who does not have a valid alarm user permit will be assessed a fine in the amount of three 
hundred dollars ($300.00) for each notice to the Sheriffs Police Department of an activation of a burglar 
or robbery alarm system at the protected premises. 

Sec. 54-335. Updating Alarm User Application. 

It is unlawful for any alarm user to fail or refuse to amend its alarm user permit application within 
fourteen (14) days after any of the information required and contained therein becomes outdated or 
inaccurate. 

Sec. 54-336. Transfer of Alarm User Permit Prohibited. 

An alarm user permit cannot be transferred to another premises or to another person. 

Sec. 54-337. Audible Alarm System Requirements. 

An alarm system that emits an audible signal that may be heard by persons outside the protected building, 
structure or facility shall conform to the following requirements: 
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A. Audible alarm systems shall automatically discontinue emitting an audible sound within thirty (30) 
minutes after it is activated. 

B. With respect to systems in existence prior to the adoption of this Chapter, the owner or operator 
thereof shall have thirty (30) days from the effective date hereof to effect the necessary modifications 
to comply with the foregoing requirements. 

Sec. 54-338. Automatic Dialing Telephone Alarm Requirements 

A. Any automatic dialing telephone alarm or device installed and operated that dials any County 
telephone line other than the designated Sheriffs Police Department alarm line is prohibited. No 
person will install, or cause to be installed, or maintain or cause to be maintained, any automatic 
dialing telephone alarm that dials any County telephone line, other than the designated Sheriffs 
Police Department alarm line. Any such automatic dialing telephone alarm or device that dials any 
County telephone line other than the designated police alarm line must be reprogrammed to dial the 
designated Sheriffs Police Department alarm line, removed or deactivated by the owner thereof at 
the owner's expense, within thirty (30) days following the effective date hereof 

B. It is unlawful for any person to allow any automatic alarm, automatic dialing device or automatic 
alerting device which causes any County telephone line to be dialed, and whose sole purpose is to 
establish an open telephone line with the specific intent that a conversation between parties not 
actively speaking into the telephone instrument be heard by the Sheriffs Police Department in order 
to directly access emergency services based on this overheard conversation, or lack of conversation. 

Sec. 54-339. False Alarms Prohibited 

It is unlawful for any person to knowingly activate an alarm system for the purpose of summoning the 

Sheriffs Police Department except if such person knows or suspects that there is an actual or attempted 

burglary or robbery on the premises. 

Sec. 54-340. False Alarms; Fines; Notifications 

A. Any alarm user permittee who has more than one (1) false alarm within a calendar year at a single 
protected location will be assessed fines according to the following fine schedule: 

Second - eighth fifth false alarm: one hundred dollar ($100.00) fine per false alarm 

Ninth Sixth - tenth false alarm: two hundred dollar ($200.00) fine per false alarm 

More than ten (10) false alarm s : three hundred dollar ($300.00) fine per false alarm 

B. All fines must be paid to the Department of Revenue within thirty (30) days from the date of the 
invoice requesting payment of the fme(s). 
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C. The Sheriffs Police Department shall notify the alarm user, in writing, of each instance wherein the 
Sheriffs Police Department has recorded a false alarm. The alarm user shall have the opportunity 
within fourteen (14) days from the date of mailing or personal delivery to submit a report or meet 
with a representative of the Sheriffs Police for the purpose of showing cause as to whether 
circumstances exist to warrant voiding the false alarm recordation. The Sheriffs Police shall review 
the alarm user's report and/or meet with the alarm user and issue a written finding to the alarm user as 
to whether or not the false alarm record will be voided. The finding of the Sheriffs Police 
Department representative shall be final. The Sheriffs Police Department shall inform the 
Department of Revenue of any amount owed by an alarm user. 

Sec. 54-341. Permit Revocation 

A. Any alarmed premises which has ten (10) or more false alarms within a calendar year shall subject the 
alarm user to permit revocation as provided herein. 

B. If County records show ten (10) or more false alarms within a calendar year for any alarmed 
premises: 

1. The Sheriffs Police Department representative shall notify the alarm user by certified mail or 
personal delivery, that their alarm permit shall be revoked thirty (30) days from date of mailing or 
personal delivery. The alarm user shall have fourteen (14) days from the date of mailing or personal 
delivery to submit a written report to the Sheriffs Police Department representative describing 
actions taken or to be taken to identify and eliminate the cause of the false alarms, and to request that 
their alarm user's permit be reinstated. 

2. If the alarm user submits a report requesting reinstatement of their alarm user's permit, the Sheriffs 
Police Department representative shall determine if the action taken or to be taken will substantially 
reduce the likelihood of false alarms; if he determines that the action will substantially reduce the 
likelihood of false alarms, he shall notify the alarm user, via certified mail or personal delivery, that 
the request to reinstate the alarm users permit has been approved. 

3. If the alarm user's permit is reinstated, and the Sheriffs Police Department responds to a 
subsequent false alarm activation in the same calendar year at the protected premises, the Sheriffs 
Police Department representative shall proceed with the permit revocation process again as described 
in this subsection B. The alarm user shall also be assessed a fine in the amount of three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) for each subsequent false alarm through the remainder of the calendar year. 

4. If the Sheriffs Police Department representative determines that the action taken, or to be taken, 
will not substantially reduce the likelihood of false alarms, the request for reinstatement shall be 
denied. The Sheriffs Police Department representative shall give notice by certified mail or personal 
delivery, to the user that the permit will be revoked without further notice. 

5. An alarm user whose permit has been revoked by the Sheriffs Police Department representative 
may, within fourteen (14) days of receipt of the notice of revocation, appeal this decision by filing a 
written request for a review meeting with the Sheriff. 

6. If a review meeting with the Sheriff is requested, written notice of the time and place of the review 
meeting will be served on the alarm user by the Sheriff by certified mail or personal delivery within 
fourteen (14) days of the request by the alarm user. 
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7. The Sheriffs Police Department representative and the alarm user shall have the right to present 
written and oral evidence, subject to the right of cross-examination by both parties. 

8. If the Sheriff determines that the user has not taken action which substantially reduces the 
likelihood of false alarms, the Sheriff shall issue written findings to that effect and an order denying 
reinstatement of the alarm user's permit. 

9. If the Sheriff determines that the alarm user has taken action which substantially reduces the 
likelihood of false alarms, the Sheriff shall issue written findings to that effect and an order approving 
reinstatement of the alarm user's permit. 

10. If the alarm user's permit is reinstated, pursuant to subsection B9 of this Section, and the Sheriffs 
Police Department responds to a subsequent false alarm activation in the same calendar year at the 
protected premises, the Sheriffs Police Department representative shall proceed with the permit 
revocation process again as described in this subsection B. The alarm user shall also be assessed a 
fine in the amount of three hundred dollars ($300.00) for each subsequent false alarm activation 
through the remainder of the calendar year. 

11. If the alarm user's request for reinstatement of their alarm permit has been denied by the Sheriff, 
the alarm user may, within fourteen (H) days of receipt of the notice of revocation, appeal this 
decision by filing a written request for a review meeting with the Director of the Department of 
Revenue then the alarm user shall have a right to appeal to the Circuit Court of Cook County . 

12. If the Director of the Department of Revenue determines that the user has not taken action which 
substantially reduces the likelihood of false alarms, the Director of the Department of Revenue shall 
issue written findings to that effect and an order denying reinstatement of the alarm user's permit. The 
decision of the Director of the Department of Revenue shall be final. 

13. If the Director of the Department of Revenue determines that the alarm user has taken action 
which substantially reduces the likelihood of false alarms, the Director of the Department of Revenue 
shall issue written findings to that effect and an order approving reinstatement of the alarm user's 
permit. 

1^. If the alarm user's permit is reinstated pursuant to subsection B13 of this Section and the Sheriffs 
Police Department responds to a subsequent false alarm activation in the same calendar year at the 
protected premises, the Sheriffs Police Department representative shall proceed with the permit 
revocation process again as described in this subsection B. The alarm user shall also be assessed a 
fine in the amount of three hundred dollars ($300.00) for each subsequent false alarm activation 
through the remainder of the calendar year. 

C. Any alarm user permittee who fails to pay any fines or charges provided for under this Chapter within 
thirty (30) days from the date of the invoice requesting payment of same shall have the subject alarm 
user permit revoked. Any such alarm user permit shall not be reinstated until all the unpaid fines and 
fees are paid in full. 

Sec. 54-342. Testing Equipment 

No person shall conduct or cause to be conducted, any test or demonstration of any alarm system or 
signaling device that is directly connected with the Sheriffs Police Department Emergency 
Communications Center without first obtaining permission from the Sheriffs Police Department 
Emergency Communications Center personnel. Permission to test shall not be required when the alarm 
system or signaling device is connected to an intermediary receiver and is not relayed to the Sheriffs 
Police Department Emergency Communications Center. 
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Sec. 54-343. No Liability of County 

The County assumes no liability for any defects in the operation of any alarm system or signal line 
system, for any failure or neglect of any person associated with the installation, operation or maintenance 
of any alarm system, for any failure or neglect of any alarm user, for the transmission or receipt of alarm 
signals or any failure or neglect to respond upon receipt of an alarm from any source. In the event that the 
County finds it necessary to revoke an alarm user permit or to otherwise provide for the disconnection of 
any alarm system, the County shall have no liability for such action. No special duty other than that owed 
to the general public shall be created by virtue of this Chapter or by virtue of the issuance of an alarm 
system permit, the direct connection of an alarm system with the Sheriffs Police Department or as a 
result of the transmission to or receipt of alarm signals by the Sheriffs Police Department. 

This Ordinance shall be in effect upon its date of passage.

Commissioner Maldonado delivered a brief overview as to why passing this Ordinance today is crucial to 
the health of many citizens. The human toxicity of sulfur dioxide emissions is undeniable; it causes 
widespread asthma (especially in children), as well as increased incidence of heart attacks and lung 
disease. The agreement that the company currently has with the State of Illinois would take eleven-to- 
fifteen years to fully implement. This Ordinance provides incentive for the cleanup to happen much 
sooner.

COOK COUNTY SULFUR DIOXIDE EMISSION TAX 

WHEREAS, sulfur dioxide is listed by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency as a criteria air 
pollutant under the Clean Air Act, for which it sets health-based air quality standards; and 

WHEREAS, sulfur dioxide gas emissions are known to cause adverse bronchial reactions, reduced lung 
function, destabilized heart rhythms, and premature death; and 

WHEREAS, sulfur dioxide reacts with the air upon emission to form sulfate particles, a form of fine 
particulate matter, also listed as a criteria air pollutant, which is known to cause lung cancer, asthma 
attacks, heart attacks, and premature death; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency has designated the Chicago region as a 
nonattainment area for the fine particulate matter standard set in 1997; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency strengthened the fine particulate standard in 
September 2006, though not to the level that its own Clean Air Scientific Advisory Committee stated is 
necessary to protect public health; and 

WHEREAS, sulfur dioxide emissions react with the air to form sulfuric acid, which falls to the earth as 
acid rain and can damage forests and crops, change the makeup of soil, make lakes and streams acidic and 
uninhabitable, and accelerate the decay of building materials and paints; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Constitution, Article XI, Section 2, provides that each person has the right to a 
healthful environment; and 

WHEREAS, in the same way the Cook County cigarette tax discourages smoking, due to the adverse 
public health and environmental effects caused by the release of sulfur dioxide into the air, such 
emissions should also be discouraged; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) 
of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that a County tax based upon 
emissions of sulfur dioxide should be imposed upon large sources of those emissions within Cook 
County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I. SHORT TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County Sulfur Dioxide Emission Tax 
Ordinance”. 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of this ordinance, the following terms are defined as follows: 

(1) Department means the Cook County Department of Revenue. 

(2) Emitter means a source emitting 2500 100 tons or more of sulfur dioxide in a twelve month period. 
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(3) Measuring period means the twelve consecutive months prior to the effective date of this Ordinance. 

(4) Owner means a person or business entity of any type that has the right to possess, use, and convey the 
source. 

(5) Source means a stationary unit, including, but not limited to, power plants, steel processing plants, or 
refineries, the activities and operations of which cause the emission of sulfur dioxide. 

SECTIONS. TAX IMPOSED 

In the exercise of the Home Rule Powers conferred by Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, a tax is hereby imposed upon sources that emit 2500 100 tons or more of sulfur dioxide in a 
twelve month period. The ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of the tax levied in this 
ordinance is to be home by the owner of the emitting source. This tax shall be levied at a rate of $400 for 
each ton of sulfur dioxide emitted in a twelve month period and shall be remitted on a semi-annual basis. 

SECTION 4 . DEPOSIT OF TAX PROCEEDS 

All proceeds resulting from the imposition of the tax under this article, including penalties, shall be paid 
to the Department. The Department shall direct every dollar collected from this article to be deposited in 
the Fiscal year 2007 and subsequent years appropriation to the Cook County Bureau of Health Services. 

SECTION & 4 . TAX IN ADDITION TO OTHER TAXES 

The tax imposed by this ordinance is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the Government of the 
United States, the State, or by any unit of local government. 

SECTION 6 5. RULES AND REGULATIONS AUTHORIZED 

The Department shall, within three months of the effective date of this Ordinance, prescribe reasonable 
rules, definitions, and regulations not inconsistent with this Ordinance pertaining to the administration 
and enforcement of this ordinance. Such rules, definitions, and regulations shall include, but not be 
limited to, reasonable procedures for registration and collection and remittance of the tax levied in this 
ordinance upon the owners of emitting sources. 

SECTION 7 - ^ REGISTRATION & REPORTING 

Those entities that qualify as emitters based upon their levels of sulfur dioxide emissions during the 
measuring period shall register with the Department within four months of the effective date of this 
Ordinance. A source may petition the Department for an exemption from the tax imposed herein if it has 
undergone significant modifications since the measuring period such that its sulfur dioxide emissions in 
the twelve months after registration will most likely not meet or exceed the threshold of 2500 100 tons. 
Such exemption shall be granted if the Department, after consultation with the Department of 
Environmental Control, is satisfied that the source will most likely not qualify as an emitter for the next 
twelve months. 

An entity becoming an emitter after adoption of this Ordinance shall register with the Department within 
20 days of the commencement of business. 
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All emitters shall file semi-annually with the Department a report of all sulfur dioxide emissions in such 
time and form as prescribed by the Department. Such reports shall employ the same process and methods 
of measurement as used for similar reports furnished to the state and federal Environmental Protection 
Agencies. The appropriate tax of $400 for each ton of sulfur dioxide emitted during the reporting period 
shall be remitted along with the report. 

SECTION g 7. PENALTIES 

It shall be deemed a violation of this ordinance to not remit the taxes imposed herein when due; such 
nonremittance shall be punishable by a fine of $800 for each ton of sulfur dioxide emitted for which no 
tax was remitted. It shall be deemed a violation of this ordinance for any person knowingly to furnish 
false or inaccurate information required in this ordinance; such violation, along with any other violation, 
shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $500 and not more than $1000. For the purpose of this 
ordinance, interest shall be computed at the rate provided in Chapter 34, Article III of this Code. 

SECTION ^ 8, EFFECTIVE DATE 

This ordinance shall enter into effect upon enactment. 

SECTIONS9. SEVERABILITY 

If any one or more of the provisions of this Ordinance is declared unconstitutional or the application 
thereof is held invalid, the validity of the remainder of this Ordinance and the application of such 
provisions to other persons and circumstances shall not be affected.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 30, Sec. 30- 
926, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Division 2. County Clean Indoor Air Ordinance 

Sec. 30-926. Effective date. 

This division shall take effect 365 days from its passage July 1, 2008 . 

(Ord. No. 06-0-12, § 16, 3-15-2006.)

Chairman Gorman stated that Dr. Stephen A. Martin, Jr., Phd., M.P.H., Chief Operating Officer, Cook 
County Department of Public Health will address the Committee by reading an opening statement in 
reference to the item on the agenda. (The referenced document is on file in the Office of the County 
Clerk.) 

Vice Chairman Beavers stated that he had an amendment to the proposed ordinance that he would like to 
introduce to the Committee. The amendment extends the effective date to July 1, 2008 for restaurants and 
bars to comply. Further, Commissioner Beavers stated that this will give the businesses an opportunity to 
make changes in their smoking areas so that it would be safe for everyone. 

Vice Chairman Beavers, seconded by Commissioner Goslin, moved approval of the Amendment to 
the proposed ordinance. 


AMENDMENT TO PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
COMMUNICATION NO. 284418 

AMENDMENT TO PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
SPONSORED BY WIEEIAM M. BEAVERS, COUNTY 
COMMISSIONER 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that 
Chapter 30, Sections 913, 914, 916 and 926 of the Cook County Code is 
hereby amended as follows: 

DIVISION 2. COUNTY CLEAN INDOOR AIR ORDINANCE 

Section 30-913: Definitions 

The following words and phrases, wherein used in this Ordinance, shall 
have the following meanings: 

“Arcade” means a place of amusement, which contains four or more 
automatic amusement devices and is not licensed to serve alcoholic liquor. 
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“Bar/Tavem” means an establishment that is devoted to the serving of 
alcoholic beverages for consumption by guests and patrons on the premises 
and does not have an on - site kitchen to prepare food. — Food service is 
limited to providing snack items or commercially prepared or wrapped 
foods that require no preparation, and that derives 65% or more of its gross 
proceeds from the sale of alcoholic liquor. Each bar/tavern shall provide 
such documentations as may be requested by appropriate departments of 
Cook County Government to enable those departments to determine 
whether the establishment meets the percentage requirements of this 
definition. 


“Business” means any sole proprietorship, partnership, joint venture, 
corporation, limited liability company or other business entity formed for 
profit-making purposes, including without limitation retail establishments 
where goods or services are sold as well as professional corporations and 
other entities where legal, medical, dental, engineering, architectural, or 
other professional services are delivered. 

“Employee” means any person who is employed by an employer in 
consideration for direct or indirect monetary wages or profit and a person 
who volunteers his or her services for a non-profit entity. 

“Employer” means any person, business, partnership, association, 
corporation, including without limitation a municipal corporation, trust, or 
non-profit entity that employs the services of one or more individual 
persons. 

“Enclosed Area” means all space between a floor and ceiling that is 
enclosed or semi-enclosed with (i) solid walls or windows (exclusive of 
doorways), which extend from the floor to the ceiling, or (ii) solid walls 
with half wall petitions and no windows (exclusive of doorways) without 
limitation to lobbies and corridors. 

“Health-Care Facility” means any office or institution providing medical 
care or treatment of diseases, whether physical, mental, or emotional, or 
other medical, physiological, or psychological conditions, including without 
limitation hospitals, clinics, homes for the aging or chronically ill, 
laboratories, and offices of surgeons, chiropractors, physical therapists, 
physicians, dentists and all specialists within these professions. The 
definition shall include all waiting rooms, hallways, private rooms, 
semiprivate rooms, and wards within health care facilities. 

“Place of Employment” means any enclosed area under the control of a 
public or private employer that employees frequent during the course of 
employment, including without limitation work areas, employee lounges, 
restrooms, conference rooms, classrooms, employee cafeterias, hallways 
and vehicles. A private residence is not a “Place of Employment” unless it 
is used as a childcare, adult day care, health care facility, or home-based 
business of any kind open to the public.

“Public Place” means any enclosed area to which the public is invited or in 
which the public is permitted, including without limitation banks, 
educational facilities, government buildings, health care facilities, 
laundromats, museums, public transportation facilities, reception areas, 
restaurants, bars/tavems, retail food production and marketing 
establishments, retail service establishments, retail stores, shopping malls, 
sports arenas, theaters, and waiting rooms. A private residence is not a 
“Public Place” unless it is used as a childcare, adult daycare, health care 
facility, or home-based business of any kind open to the public. 

“Private Function” means a gathering of persons for the purpose of 
deliberation, education, instruction, entertainment, amusement or dining 
where membership or specific invitation is a prerequisite to entry and where 
the event is not intended to be open to the public. 

“Restaurant” means an eating establishment, including without limitation 
coffee shops, cafeterias, sandwich shops, and private and public school 
cafeterias that gives or offers for sale, food to the public, guests or 
employees, as well as kitchens and catering facilities in which food is 
prepared on the premises for serving elsewhere, and that derives less than 
65% of its gross proceeds from the sale of alcoholic liquor. The term 
“Restaurant” shall include, if applicable, a restaurant bar area. Each 
restaurant shall provide such documentation as may be requested by 
appropriate departments of Cook County Government to enable those 
departments to determine when the establishment meets the percentage 
requirement of this definition. 

“Restaurant bar area” means an area of a restaurant that is primarily devoted 
to the serving of alcoholic liquor. 

“Retail Tobacco Store” means any retail store utilized primarily for the sale 
of tobacco products and accessories and in which the sale of other products 
is merely incidental and where no one under 18 is permitted. 

“Secondhand smoke” or “Involuntary smoking” is a mixture of the smoke 
given off by the burning ends of a cigarette, pipe, cigar, bidis, and kreteks 
(sidestream smoke) and the smoke emitted at the mouthpiece and exhaled 
from the lungs of smokers (mainstream smoke). 

“Service Eine” means any indoor line at which one (1) or more persons are 
waiting for or receiving services of any kind, whether or not the service 
involves the exchange of money. 

“Shopping Mall” means any enclosed walkway or hall area that serves to 
connect retail or professional establishments. 

“Smoking” means inhaling, exhaling, burning, or carrying any lighted cigar, 
cigarette, pipe, weed, hookah, or other lighted tobacco product in any 
manner or in any form. 
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“Enclosed or Semi-Enclosed” “Sports Arena” or “Recreational Area” means 
any sports pavilion, stadium, gymnasium, health spa, boxing arena, 
swimming pool, roller and ice rink, bowling alley and other similar places 
where members of the general public assemble either to engage in physical 
exercise, or participate in athletic competition or recreational activity, to 
witness sports, cultural, recreational or other events. 

Section 30-914: Prohibition of Smoking in Public Places 

Smoking shall be prohibited in all enclosed public places and places of 
employment within the County of Cook, including without limitation the 
following places: 

1. Arcades. 

2. Aquariums, galleries, libraries, and museums. 

3. Bars/tavems, subject to Section 916 of this Ordinance . 

4. Bingo facilities. 

5. Bowling Alleys . 

6. Convention facilities. 

7. Facilities primarily used for exhibiting a motion picture, stage, drama, 
lecture, musical recital, or other similar performance. 

8. Health care facilities, adult day care facilities. 

9. Day care centers, nursery schools, elementary schools, high schools, 
community colleges, technical training establishments, specialty 
schools, colleges, and universities. 

10. Eobbies, hallways and other common areas in apartment buildings, 
condominiums and enclosed common areas in trailer parks. 

11. Polling places. 

12. Public Transportation under the authority of government agencies, 
including without limitation buses, trains, taxicabs, and limousines, and 
ticket boarding and waiting areas of public transit stations. 

13. Restaurants, including if applicable, a Restaurant bar area , subject to 
Section 916 of this Ordinance. 


14. Restrooms, lobbies, reception areas, hallways, and other enclosed 
common-use areas. 

15. Public elevators and all retail stores where merchandise is displayed 
and offered for sale.

16. Rooms, chambers, places of meeting or public assembly, including 
without limitation school buildings, under the control of an agency, 
board, commission, committee or council or a political subdivision of 
the State, to the extent the place is subject to the jurisdiction of the 
County. 

17. Service lines. 

18. Shopping malls. 

19. Sports arenas or recreational areas, including without limitation, 
enclosed places in outdoor areas. 

20. Grocery stores. 

21. Public meetings. 

22. Gymnasiums. 

23. Gaming facilities. 

24. Public and private school buildings. 

Section 30-916: Where Smoking is not Regulated. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Article to the contrary, the 

following areas shall be exempt from the provisions this Ordinance, 

provided smoking is not limited in such areas under the Illinois Clean 

Indoor Air Act. 

1. Private residences, except when used as a licensed childcare, adult care 
facility, health care facility, or a home-based business of any kind open 
to the public. 

2. Hotel and motel sleeping rooms that are rented to guests and are 
designated as smoking rooms provided, however, that not more than 
twenty-five percent (25%) of the rooms rented to guests in a hotel or 
motel may be so designated. 

3. Private and semi-private rooms in nursing homes and long-term care 
facilities that are occupied by one or more persons, all of whom are 
smokers and have requested in writing to be placed or to remain, as the 
case may be, in a room where smoking is permitted. 

4. Private clubs or lodges. 

5. Retail tobacco stores, provided that smoke from these places does not 
infiltrate into areas where smoking is prohibited under the provisions on 
any section of this Ordinance. 
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6. Until July 1, 2008, any bar/tavem. On and after July 1, 2008, all 
bars/taverns shall be subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

7. Until July 1, 2008, any restaurant bar area; provided, however, that 
smoking in a restaurant bar area shall only be permitted within Fifteen 
feet of the bar. On and after July 1. 2008. all restaurant bar areas shall 
be subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

8. Any public place or place of employment otherwise subject to this 
Ordinance whose owner or operator can demonstrate, to the satisfaction 
of the departments of Cook County Goyemment that such area has been 
equipped with air Filtration or purification deyises or similar 
technologies as to render the exposure to secondhand smoke in such 
area, notwithstanding the fact that smoking may be occurring in such 
area, equiyalent to such exposure to secondhand smoke in the ambient 
outdoor air surrounding the establishment. The appropriate 
departments of Cook County Goyemment will be authorized to 
promulgate regulations specifying what types of technologies, when 
and if ayailable, and taking into account any applicable Federal and/or 
State standards, satisfy the requirements of this paragraph . 

Section 30-926 : Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall take effect 365 days from its passage July 1, 2008 .

WHEREAS, jazz and bebop were his preference, he performed with artists such as Dinah Washington, 
Dizzy Gillespie, and Oscar Brown Jr. However, it was the bass lines of Eldee that propelled the Ramsey 
Eewis Trio into the national spotlight playing to sold out crowds at Carnegie Hall making him a 
celebrated recognizable figure; and
